Propagation Watch 

[Above forecasts based on 55 day data.] The sun 
has been throwing DXers some curves. The geomagnetic 
field was very active on October 3rd, greatly 
increasing absorption, and dampening DX enthusiasm. 
There was no hint of this problem during the previous 
solar revolution. Given the active geomagnetic field 
of late Septmeber and early October, expect less than 
ideal DX propagation over the next two weeks. 

Looking farther ahead, the forecast for mid- 
November will be very promising, with solar flux above 
190, and moderate absorption. 

Your best bet for the short term is to keep a 
close ear on WWV's 18-minute after the hour 
propagation announcements. Reports of strong solar 
activity and large flares suggest deteriorating bands 
over the next two days. But before the bands fade 
away, they actually improve for a short time. Make the 
most of these windows of good DX, between periods of 
high absorption and disturbed conditions. 

Come mid-November, try 12 meters. The new band was 
wide open in October, as the MUF reached 18 meters. 
When 15 meters is open on east-west paths, and the 
skip is decreasing in length, try 12 meters. 

Cycle 22 

The smoothed sunspot number for March, 1987, is 
21.9, the highest since late-1984. This is the sixth 
Straight month in which the smoothed sunspot number 
increased, confirming that Cycle 22 began one year 
ago, in September, 1986. The bands will only get 
better over the next three years!
